INTRODUCTIOX 


TIIKSE  |)i-iiits  or  XisJiihi-i/(',  as  tlic  JapaiU'so  call  tlu'in,  arc  the 
|)r()(Iuc't  of  ail  art  Hiat  \\as  developed  by  the  Uadiii<r  masters  of 
the  Vkliio-iic  School,  (hirin,<;'  the  Tokuoawa  Dynasty  ( 1  (UKM  SfUi),  and 
lai^n'cly  a  rcHex  of  IIk'  sociological  chang-c  that  took  place  lowards  its 
end.  It  was  in  Yedo,  I  he  teeming  capital  of  Japan  (now  called  'J'okyo), 
that  these  print  makers  flourished,  chiefly  during  the  eighteenth 
century. 

'I'hc  earlier  Morks  weie  ])aintiiigs  on  silk  or  ])aper  and  made 
solely  for  nohles  of  the  Saimirai  or  upper  classes,  whilst  the  ri,ii/()-/je 
rill  or  "|iopular  school"  of  prinis  pi-eseiits  a  comparal  ively  modern 
phase  of  Japanese  art  through  the  medium  of  the  wood  engraNcr.  laying 
no  great  claim  to  reflect  the  higher  aspects  of  the  ])ictorial  art  of  the 
older  classic  schools. 

It  was  not  until  near  the  close  of  the  seventeenlh  centui-y  llial  the 
costly  ])ainte(l  scrolls,  emanaling  chiefly  from  artists  of  Ihe  Mikado's 
Court,  were  supplemented  hy  soiiK'thing  \\  itliin  the  reach  of  I  he  less 
wealthy  classes.  This  field  was  opened  up  hy  Moi'onohu  with  his 
sim[)le  hiac'k  ])rints  that  were  sometimes  coloix'd  liy  hand.  I.atei-  came 
the  r  ru.sJii-//i'  or  lac(|uer  ])iiiils,  «  hen  lac((uer  «as  mixed  with  Ihe  pig- 
ments to  give  addi'd  brilliancy.  After  these  came  the  first  true  color 
])rints,  done  by  ]\[asanobu  in  I  wo  coloi's  (red  and  green),  c'alled 
"beni-ye"".  These  were  impro\ed  upon  1)\'  Ilaruiiobu,  who  designed  his 
work  foi-  nioie  than  two  coloi-bloeks  ;  under  his  guidance  and  that  of 
Shunsho.  Ihe  ait  of  eoloi-  piinlliig  was  brought  to  perb'cl  ion. 

The  period  when  pi'ints  of  the  most  precious  (piaiily  ^^rrr  made 
came  from  the  culmination  that  was  rt'ached  the  gieat  I '  hi  ifo-iiv 
School  of  artists,  some  of  whose  works  appeal'  in  this  little  colieclion. 
While  their  merits  may  be  varied,  llu.y  ne\ vr I  1  lelcss  depici  the  life, 
customs,  (•(istumcs  and  elegance  of  old  Nippon,  through  con  I  ciiiporary 
eyes  of  artists  (who  were  keen  obserNci's  and  also  compi  teiit  recorders), 
in  a  manner  that  readily  appeal, d  lo  men  like  Whistler,  Hiiig,  lluish, 
IJiiiyon,  (ioncourt,  Anderson,  (iookin,  l''enollosa,  JIa\ashi,  Okakura, 
Mansfield,  Spaulding,  Worth  (of  Paris),  Strang,  l-'icke,  C'ha.se,  and 
many  other  amateurs  noled  in  art  circles  here  and  abroad.  It  is 
confidently  hoped  therefore  that  all  the  examples  will  have  some  his- 
torical interest  for  Ihe  students  of  things  Japanese'.

ARTISTS  REPRESENTED 


BUXCHO  (IPPITSUSAI).    Boni  17'i5;  died  1796. 

An  associiite  artist  of  Shunsho  and  a  master  of  color  composition, 
noted  for  the  cliaractcristic  expression  of  faces  on  liis  actor  prints. 

"Buncho's  sheets  are  ])erhaps  tlie  most  delicate  and  gracious  of 
all  Japanese  art ;  distinguished  both  by  exceptional  fineness  of  draw- 
ing and  by  elegance  of  color  grouping  whicli  can  scarcely  be  sur- 
passed."— 11'.  von  ScidUtz. 

EIRI  (REKISENTEI).    See  YEIRI. 
EISEN  (KEISAI).    See  YEISEN. 

EISHI  (HOSODA).    AVorkcd  from  about  1782  to  1800. 

One  of  the  foremost  artists  of  the  school.  He  was  a  master  of 
all  the  resources  of  the  art  of  color  printing  and  his  works  are  char- 
acterized by  great  elegance  and  refinement. 

GAKUTEI  (YASHIIMA).    Worked  from  1800  to  1840. 

Artist  and  poet.  Pujjil,  first  of  Hokkei,  then  of  Hokusai.  Per- 
sonal name  Onokichi.  Used  the  studio  names  Gakutei,  Gakutei 
Harunobu,  Gakutei  Sodaoka  and  Gogaku.  Especially  noted  as  a  de- 
signer of  remarkably  fine  surimono.  He  worked  from  1800  to  1840, 
or  the  first  half  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Dates  of  birth  and  death 
not  known. 


HARUNOBU  (SUZUKI).    Born  about  1720;  died  1770. 

Pu])il  of  Nishimura  Shigenaga.  The  central  figure  in  Ukiyo-ye 
and  eminent  master  under  whose  hand  the  art  of  color  printing  was 
brought  to  perfection  during  the  middle  of  the  eighteenth  century. 
He  was  a  draughtsman  of  extreme  elegance  with  i)ower,  and  his  works 
have  a  charm  that  is  ])eculiarly  their  own. 

"In  the  serenity  and  charm  of  his  compositions  he  is  unsurpassed 
.  .  .  and  who  can  resist  the  fascination  of  the  women  that  he  drew 
with  such  taste  and  skill.?" — Gnolin. 
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HIROSIIIGK  (K'lIIRYl'SAI).    Born  17!)7:  died  18-58. 
ru])il  of  rtai^awa  Tovohiro. 

"1  liidsliio-c  takes  rank  l)y  nnaninions  consent  as  the  foremost  land- 
scape arlist  produced  hy  tlie  VK'i ijo-yc.  .  .  .  Few  landscape  painters 
of  anv  l  ace  liaxc  succt'tded  in  rendering  so  finely  the  mood  of  a  scene."

"The  last  (>reat  name  in  the  histojy  of  the  Vkujo-ye  school  is 
tiiat  of  IIiroshi(-e.  He  desionfd  an  extraor<Iinary  nuniher  «f  prints.

IIOKKKI  (rAVOYA).    Born  1780;  died  185(5.

"llokkei  stands  heside  (iakutei  as  a  hrilliant  producer  of  suri- 
mono,  closely  in  the  maimer  of  Ilokusai."— J .  1).  Fichc. 

HOKI  S.M  (KATSrSHIKA).    Born  17()();  died  184!). 
I'upil  of  l\alsnka\\a  Shuiisho. 

"Anioiii;-  .ill  I  he  artists  of  Japan  none  is  more  widely  known  than 
Ilokusai.  lli^  ii  iinwii  is  world  wide,  and  his  place  amon<>-  the  im- 
mortals universally  conceded." — Goohill. 

"Ilokusai  crial(s  (Ksions  whose  stark  hrilliance  and  ori^rinality 
of  composition  is  unsurpassed." — ./.  D-  Fichc. 

KIYOMITSr  (TOHII).    Born  ahout  1  7:}-') ;  worked  until  about  1768. 

I'rohahlv  a  i>randson  of  Kivomasu,  whom  he  succeeded  as  the  head 
of  the  Torii  line.  An  artist  of  distinction  and  the  first  to  add  a  third 
color-block  to  the  ori^i^'inal  two. 

KOUirSAI  (ISODA).    Born  1740;  died  1782. 
Pupil  of  Sliinena^a  and  Hariuiobu. 

"This  artist's  earlv  work  is  so  much  like  that  of  Harunobu,  that 
if  not  sionrd  it  mii;ht  well  be  taken  for  it  .  .  .  and  after  Harunobu's 
death  he  was  for  more  than  a  decade  one  of  the  foremost  artists  of 
rhit/o-//c.     He  was  also  a  colorist  of  the  first  rank." — Goakin. 

KIYOniKO  (TORII). 

Pupil  of  Kivomasu.    Mis  known  works  executed  from  about  17 
to  about  1755  arc  exclusively  l)cni-i;c. 


KIVOXOBU  (TOKII).    Uoin  KUi^;  died  1729. 

Founder  of  the  Torii  hne,  whose  personal  name  was  Torii  ('liol)ei. 
He  heeanie  one  of  tlie  leading'  artists  of  the  Vhi/fn-i/r  scliool.  Inventor 
of  tlie  Tan-ijc  or  prints  coh)i-ed  h_v  liand  witli  rt'd  lead  (Jap.  tan). 
Contemporary  with  Masanohu.  Ilis  style  of  drawing;  was  character- 
ized hy  <>reat  boldness  and  vi<>()r. 


KIYOXOBr  (The  Second). 

AVhose  ])ri\ate  name  was  Torii  Sliiro;  also  sii^iu^d  his  prints  Torii 
Kiyonohu.    lie  was  either  a  son  or  grandson  of  Kiyomasu. 


KIY()\A(;A  (TOHII).    Horn  17  42;  died  1H15. 

Fj\ery thiiii;-  considered,  this  pu|)il  of  Toi'ii  Kiyomilsu  was  the 
greatest  artist  of  the  school  and  the  cidminatini>-  figure  in  its 

forward  movement.  Ili.s  finest  print.s  were  designed  hetween  1780  and 
1  7  90. 

"'I'liis  artist  was  the  most  successful  draughtsman  of  all  (liif/o-///- 
and  I  he  most  hrilhant  jilein-airist.  We  must  put  Kiyonaga.  though  an 
rhi/j()-/ji'-slii.  for  al)solutely  ;csthetic  height  lieside  Koyetsu,  Tanyu, 
and  Okio.  and  e\in  woi  thy  of  coming  into  competition  with  liiriomen, 
Kiso,  Moi-onolui.  and  Kaphael." — FcnoUosa . 


IvI  NTSADA  (I'TACJAWA).    Hoin  17S(i;<li((l  l,S(i4. 

I'upil  of  Toyokuni  I.  I\'i-sonal  name  'I'sunoda  Sho/o.  Wn\ 
many  studio  names  liesidts  Kunisada.  among  which  Ichiyus.ii.  (Tolotei, 
and  Kochoro  were  the  most  connnon.  He  also  called  limiMlf  Toyo- 
kuni II,  hut  as  Toyoshigi'  (otherwise  known  as  KomiIcI  'I'oyokiuii) 
had  previously  taken  that  name,  he  should  he  known  as  Toyokuni  HI. 


KTMYOSHI  (rTA(;A\VA).    l}orn  1797;  died  ISfil. 
I'upil  of  riagawa  Toyokuni. 

"Kuniyoshi  following  a  path  exactly  parallel  with  Iviuiisadn's, 
nevertheless  <U>M'loped  in  the  domain  of  landscapes  a  stretch  and 
grandeur  of  style  that  gaxc  him  a  place  perhaps  even  higher  than 
Hiroshige." — W.  von  Scidlit::. 


MASANOBU  (OKUMURA).    Lived  1G85-1761  (?) 

Pujjil  and  conteni])orarv  of  Kiyonol)u.  He  was  one  of  the  most 
eminent  of  the  llxii)o-i)c  artists.  His  drawings  were  grcatlv  admired 
for  their  force  and  refinement  and  he  exercised  wide  influence  over  his 
successors  to  the  end  of  tlie  eighteentli  ceiitui  v.  ]\Iasan()l)u  was  the 
first  artist  to  use  hh)eks  from  which  prints  were  coh)red  in  flat  tints. 
These  were  jiiiiited  in  the  red  (known  as  l)eni)  with  green  and  black, 
known  as  "beni-ye'\  He  was  also  the  first  artist  to  make  the  tall, 
narrow  pilhir  prints  or  hashira-ye. 

MASANOBU  (KITAO).    Born  1700;  died  1816. 

Prints  l)y  this  pupil  of  Kitai  Shigemasa  are  few,  but  of  much 
merit.  He  devoted  his  energies  chiefly  to  literary  work  after  his 
thirtieth  year. 

MASAYOSHI  (KITAO).    Born  1761  ;  died  1824. 

Pu])il  of  Shigemasa,  but  he  was  first  instructed  by  the  Kano 
painter  Korin  and  is  said  to  have  worked  under  Tani  Buncho.  He 
made  very  few  ])iints  before  entering  the  service  of  a  great  Daimyo. 

IVrOHOXOBr  (HISHIKAWA).    Bom  1(5;}8:  died  1714. 

Was  the  first  important  Japanese  artist  to  design  prints.  Highly 
i-enowned  as  a  paintei'  in  tiie  Tosa  School,  bvit  later  followed  Hana- 
busa  Itcho.  the  Kano  painter.  He  illustrated  many  books  and  made  a 
number  of  single-sheet  ])iints,  which  were  all  either  in  black  or  colored 
by  iiand.    His  woiks  are  now  very  rare. 

SHARAKU  (TOSHUSAI). 

This  artist  was  by  profession  a  jierformer  of  the  stately  and 
aristocratic  Xo  dramas,  in  the  .service  of  Hachisuka.  the  Daimyo  of 
Awa.  During  tiie  ])eriod  from  about  1790  to  1795.  he  designed  a 
number  of  caricatures  and  other  portraits  of  actors,  which  have  great 
force  and  display  much  character. 

SHIGEMASA  (KITAO).    Lived  1740-1820  (.?) 

One  of  the  noted  artists  of  the  Harunobu  School  and  master  of 
Masanobu.  His  prints,  which  are  rare,  are  generally  of  much  dis- 
tinction. 

SHIGENOBU  (TSUXEKAWA). 

An  early  rhi//o-iji-  artist  of  whom  little  is  known.  His  prints 
are  extremely  rare. 
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SIIIGEXOBU  (XISHIMURA).    Boni  1()97;  died  175(5. 

He  used  sevcrnl  ])er.sonal  names  with  tliat  of  his  father,  l)ut  few 
of  Iiis  prints  are  known. 

SMIXSAI  (HYrRVrKIO).    Born  1785;  died  18J<5. 

An  eai  ly  ])upil  of  Hokusai,  and  Iieir  to  one  of  his  master's  early 
names.    He  is  best  known  for  liis  surimono  prints. 

SHl'XCHO  (KATSl'KAWA).    Born  1750;  (hed  1815. 

"Tliis  artist  was  a  jiupil  of  Shunsho,  but  attached  himself  more 
closely  to  Kiyonaga,  from  the  beginning  of  the  eighties  on.  The  change 
he  mafle  in  the  dirt'ction  of  his  style  must  have  iieen  tiie  result  of  con- 
\iction,  for  he  is  by  no  means  lacking  in  indi\iduality,  and  could  turn 
his  gift  to  good  account." — IT.  von  Scidlifr:. 

SHl'XSKX  (KATSl'dlAWA).    Born  17!)();  died  18;}()  (?) 

"This  pupil  of  Shunyei  was  one  of  the  last  of  thi'  Katsukawa  clan 
of  painters,  lie  was  active  in  the  first  two  decades  of  the  nineteenth 
century." — 11'.  <'oii  ScnUifz. 

SIirXSHO  (KATSI  KAAVA).    Born  172(5;  died  1792. 

The  master  of  Hokusai  and  a  contemporary  of  IIarunol)u,  there- 
fore one  of  the  most  eminent  of  the  ri,i/jo-//i-  artists.  (ireatly  re- 
nowned in  his  day  and  with  pupils  who  became  famous.  Most  of  his 
prints  were  portraits  of  actoi's  in  character. 

"A  colorist  of  the  very  first  I'ank,  this  ai'tist  was  also  a  niastci-  of 
strong,  vii-ile  and  rhythmic  draughtsmanshi]).  His  works  lia\e  hardly 
been  appreciated  yet  as  they  deserve.  Tiie  best  of  them  yield  a  pure 
.Tsthetic  joy  that  is  as  rare  as  it  is  pi'ecious."—  (j'oo/r/w. 

SIirXYEI  (KATSUKAWA).    Born  17(57;  died  1819. 

Pupil  of  Shunsho  and  an  artist  of  ability,  whose  prints  are  forcibly 
drawn  and  show  good  coloring. 

SHUXZAX  (KATSrKAWA).    Born  17(50;  died  1800. 

"Shunzan  began  as  a  pupil  of  Shunsho.  and  later  followed  closely 
Kiyonaga ;  nor  was  he  either  lacking  in  force  and  originality." — 
FciioIIosd.

SUKEXOBU  (XISIIIKAWA).    Bom  1(571;  died  1751. 

OiK'  of  fliu  tally  luasfcrs  who  ])ro(luccd  such  fharming  girl  figures 
Avitli  ail  appealing  elfeef  l)_v  fheir  grace. 

TAITO  (KATSUSHIKA).    Worked  from  181(5  to  1843  (?) 

Pupil  of  Hokusai  (who  from  1816  to  1820  signed  his  prints  with 
the  name  Taito).  The  master  himself  gave  the  name  Taito  II  (during 
181(5),  to  this  gifted  pu])iK  who  from  that  period  imitated  Hokusai. 

TOSHIXOBU  (OKUMURA) . 

Son  of  Alasanobu.  His  known  works,  which  resemble  those  of  his 
fatliei-.  are  all  l'nislii-/j(',  and  wei'e  designed  about  1730-1735. 

TOVOHAUr  (rTA(iAWA).    Born  1733;  died  1814. 

IVipii  of  Xisliimiira  Shigenaga  and  of  Toyonobu,  and  who  later 
became  the  master  of  Tovokuni  and  Tovohiro  and  a  leader  of  his 
group. 

"••Tovoharu's  prints,  es])ecially  of  the  early  ])eriod.  are  very  rare."

TOYOKUXI  (TTACtAAVA).    Bora  17(59;  died  18-_>5. 

This  pupil  of  Toyoharu  was  iuHuenced  in  his  early  work  b^y 
Kiyonaga.  He  was  a  l)iilliant  artist  of  high  re})ute  in  his  day.  Some 
of  his  prints,  especially  the  eailiei'  ones  of  beautiful  women,  are  of 
very  high  ([uality  and  can  be  comi»ared  with  the  work  of  Kiyonaga, 
Shuncho,  Yeishi  and  ITtaniaro. 

T()Y(HvrXI  II.    AVorked  from  abou^  lS:i()  to  1852. 

(^)uitc•  a  number  of  Toyokuiii's  .successors  signed  their  prints  with 
the  master's  name;  it  is  \cry  iliffieult  lo  diti erentiate  them  with  cer- 
tainty. Thus  such  i)rints  beaiing  the  signature  enclosed  in  an  oblong 
red  Held,  signed  Kochoi-o  Toyokuni,  (7ott)tei  Tovokuni,  Gosotei 
Tovokuni,  and  Ichiyosai  Toyokuni,  are  generally  })Iaced  under 
Tovokuni  II. 

TOYOXOBl"  (ISIHKAWA).    Born  1711;  died  1785. 

Onv  of  the  most  imi)()rtant  V  1,1 //<>-//('  masters.  Pupil  of  Shigenaga 
and  prol)ably  also  of  Masanobu,  whose  style  he  closely  assimilated.  As 
a  ])aintt>i-  he  became  tlu'  coniucting  link  between  the  old  and  the  new 
stvle  of  the  Torii  School.    His  prints  are  now  rare. 
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UTAMAHO  (KITAGAWA).    Eoni  1754;  dird  OctohcT,  18()G. 

Pui)il  of  Toriyaiii;i  Sekiycii.  Ivirlicst  studio  iianic,  Toiiyama 
Toyoaki.  His  ])c'rsonal  uainc  was  Yusukc,  and  il  is  piohaljlc  that  his 
faiiiilv  iiaiue  \v;is  Kita^;i\v;i,  as  it  is  so  >4ivc'ii  in  his  l)urial  record. 

"Within  the  domain  of  tlic  livpcr-a'sthctic,  I'taniaro  was  the  cre- 
ator of  a  most  orioiiial  and  indlxidual  style.  .  .  .He  has  olorified 
the  Japanese  woman  witli  an  entliusiasni  unexceiKd  in  anv  ofhi'r  aoe 
or  nation.  Xo  other  Japanese  ai-tist  understands  so  well  as  he  how 
to  attain  an  extremely  haimonious  and  yet  rich  etIVct  with  a  few 
colois.  ...  In  short,  he  may  fitly  lie  called  the  first  colorist  of  his 
nation." — 11'.  t'ow  Scidlifr:. 

VTAMAW)  H.    Worked  fiom  ^804<  to  181..'?  (?) 

His  name  was  Yukimachi  and  he  was  a  pupil  of  Haruniachi  (a 
fellow  student  of  I'tamaio  I),  hut  he  later  changed  his  name  to 
Kit  a^awa  'I'l'tsuo-oro. 

YFJKI  or  FJKI  (REKISENTKI).    Born  17(50;  died  1810. 

This  ai-tist  was  a  pu])il  of  Ycishi,  and  later  came  under  the  in- 
fluence of  Ilokusai.
